He pictured out the 
crimes which had of late stirred this com­ 
munity, and the tide of crime which seem­ 
ed to be sweeping over the country, and 
then sought to point out some way of 
checking it. He spoke at length on the 
Baumgarten murder, and then of the 
crowd of citizens who came here to take 
the 
prisoner 
out 
of 
jail. 
He 
said 
they 
were 
not a mob, and 
were not bloc!-thirsty wretches, but oar 
very best citizens seeking for justice. The 
man that would compare such a body of 
men with the crowd of wretches who in 
the South hunt down the negro to ehcat 
him, wf’s either a fool or a traitor, and 
ought to be sent to live with traitors for­ 
ever. There was no use to denounce the 
men who had sought for Baumgarten. 
They werowot drunk, they were not vil­ 
lains, they were S|s good men as ever stood 
on Wisconsin soil. Such a demonstration 
meant something. It meant that the peo- j 
pie were iu dead earnest, and were bound 
that there should be something done to 
prevent lurther murders. 
Baumgarten 
was anxious to get into Waupun. 
So was 
Christiansen, 
but 
these * men 
were 
afraid to "die. They rather enjoyed the 
prospect of being cared for by the State in 
that great boarding house, but they shud­ 
dered at the thought of a rope. The State 
Prison was nothing but a city of refuge 
for ciiminals. A murderer was there given 
a better borne than he had before, he had 
a better bel, better food,and he had work 
to c c u p y h ls time and attention. 
The 
State had no busine s making money off 
ot crime. It had ne business to work mur­ 
derers like mules. 
A certain doctor sent up from either this 
or an adjoining county for prosecuting his 
wife, and who was suspected of having 
poisoned two or three other wives, wes 
asked by an official visitor to Waupun 
the other 
day, how 
he 
liked 
it. 
He said he was es happy as he would be 
anywhere in the world. He was pursuing 
his fcientific studies, 
lie had rs large 
a practice as he ever had for he wrs phy­ 
sician for the prison. Think of it! A wife- 
po:soner dealing out medicine to the in­ 
mates of a Stat j’a prison! This doctor was 
eojoyiog life, wrs healthy, and had a good 
time at the expense of the State. Th's wa9 
no punishment for murder. The murderers 
at WaupTo, who now number forty under 
life sentences, were given their Thanks­ 
giving dinners, like those who had com­ 
mitted ordinary offenses.

the 
crim inal 
were divided iato cif ~ses It might be dif­ 
ferent. The speaker would have them put 
by themselves, and over the doorway 
would be printed “murderers* den,*’ and

to take up their thought, with no food but 
bread and water, with no book but the 
Bible, and let them think of their crime, 
and wrestle with their guilty consciences. 
Waupun had no terrors for crim inal as 
long a9 they were treated so well. 
Bat Gc i s law was higher and better 
than man's law, and this law was given in 
the text as cited. N o w h ere^ the Bible 
had this law been repealed or changed. 
When a man took another fman’s life he 
took that which he could not give back, 
and it was no more than just that his own 
life 
should 
pay 
the 
forfeit. 
If a man took an eye or a tooth that could 
be forgiven, but when he took life, the 
sooner the earth was rid of his presence, 
the better. Let him go into Gods presence 
and be judged iherc. It was safe to make 
human law conform with God’d law on this 
matter. There were some who would fay 
these murderers ought to be shown some 
mercy. G id Slid in tho Book that mur­ 
derers should g> into hell.

at the same time he deem I it unvrre to 
lave mob law, but much better to have 
capital punishment, which would do away 
with all necessity for such demonstration. 
Ie favored an out aud out hanging law, 
and not to leave it to the jury as In Illinois.

day morning, Rey. Mr. Jones spoke briefly 
concerning the question of capital punish­ 
ment He urged his hearers to keep cool, 
and not allow their judgments to be bruised 
or warped by any of the popular waves of 
excitement which hwtfeeen of late sweep­ 
ing oyer the community.

Mr. .Jones 
is against fea^ttal punishment, and his side 
of the question Will be presented by him 
in due time. His remarks yesterday con­ 
sisted mainly .of an appeal to stay judg­ 
ment,until some more befitting time. 


REV . MR. C H A PELL^ VIEW S. 
Last evening the pastor of the Baptist 
church preached on the words “Tho law 
is slacked.” He accounted for much of the 
crime of the present‘day by showing that 
the law had become loose, and that there 
wa9 le?s respect shown tor it. 
He dwelt 
upon the sanctity of marriage, and of the 
Sabbath, and in connection with this sub­ 
ject spoke ot murder an! .its penalty. Ile 
relieved that capital punishment was 
the Bible penalty for 
the 
shedding 
of man’s blood. 
He also dealt with 
the pardon power. The doctrine was that 
a penalty must follow every transgression^ 
and this was harmonious with the doctrine 
of th* atonement, and was shown through­ 
out all the Bible teachings. 
There must 
be some'penalty, aud tor murder, the life 
of the criminal was the right penalty, 
lie 
urged the necessity tor a speedier and more 
perfect execution of law, and for penalties 
which wouid inspire respect for law.
